Claims 1-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by NPL to Want 
et al. (hereinafter Want).

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Regarding Claim 12-19, 29-35, 47-53, 62-68, Want discloses the physical entity taking 
many forms including rings, watches, jewelry and cards see Page 374 "User ID". 
Regarding Claim 37, 55, 70, Want discloses the memory and processing power see 
Page 371 System Overview; receiving specifications of a virtual entity see Page 372 
Par.3; receiving specifications of physical entity form factor see Page 373-374 
"Augmenting Books and Documents" & Page 374 "User ID"; providing physical entity 
see Page 373; physical entity form factor see Page 374 "Any number of user interface 
mechanism could be used" & Page 374 "User ID"; physical entity is employable in 
accessing virtual entity see Page 372 Par.
